Mr. Ragan explained how he went 


to the express office in-Grand Rapids 
and explained to the Agent in that 
city the difficulty the. Grand Rapids 
people 
were 
experiencing. 
The 


Michigan agent asked Mr. Ragan se- 
veral questions, Including the names 
of some of the firms here. 
An in- 


vestigation showed that there were 
packages for several Grand Rapids 
firms lying there in the express of- 
fice, the agent there being unable to 
deliver them. 
It was explained that

the additional charges wera 


guaranteed by local firms the Michi- 
gan agent had no authority to for- 
ward the express to this 
city, 
as 


most of the packages were wrongly 
addressed to Michigan, by the ship- 
per.

more to spread radicalism than tho 
radicals could do themselves.

two months on three battle fronts 
and for patriotism and fearlessness 
nothing beat our Wisconsin boys. No 
state in the union can show better 
record.

The greatest after war surprise 


has been the extreme modesty of our 
American heroes and 
especially of 


our own Wisconsin boys. 


As I was a noncombatant. I can 


speak of their heroism without being 
accused of boasting. 
I never killed 


anyone, I could never kill anyone un- 
less I talked them to death. 
I did 


not deserve the title "the 
fighting 


chaplain." 
In my regiment it was 


not necessary for the 
chaplain 
to 


fight. Every man in the regiment 
except the chaplain, was a fighter. 
I did not help win the war, but I was 
with the boys who did help win the 
war and I saw them do it. 
I 
saw 


them go forward under artillery fire, 
with high explosives dropping round 
about them. 
I saw them marching 


on when bombing planes were over 
them and when their comrades were 
tottering and falling. 


I was with them when 70 per cent 


of the officers and 42 per cent of the- 
enlisted men of my regiment were

fifty-one heroes the first day. 
But 


even when 1,500 out of the

was the Angel of Death. They never 
retreated an inch.

That the new 
proposed 
bridge 


over the Wisconsin riverjn this city 
willbe both an ornamental and ser- 
vicable structure Is indicated by the 
following description of 
it, 
which J 


Div. Eng. F. F. Mengel, has 
given 


out:The proposed bridge for 
Grand 


Avenue as designed by the Wiscon- 
sin Highway Commission will be of 
the 
spandrel 
arch 
construction. 


This means that there will be five 
arches, averaging about 90 feet, the 
largest arch 
in 
the 
center 
Wiith 


shoretr arches on-each side. 
The 


space above the main arch rings will 
be occupied by small arches, and will 
carry the deck to supported the pave- 
ment. 
The total span of the bridge 


will be about 500 feet. 
The bridge will be about 52 feet] 


wide between railings. 36 foot drive- 
way and an 8 foot sidewalk 
canti- 


levered on each side. 
The deck will 


be so designed that if -desirable the 
Street Railway Line can pass over 
the bridge by simply tearing up a 
narrow strip of pavement, and pro- 
visions will' also be made to carry 
the water mains. 
The bridge will be 
designed 
so 


that its appearance will be' in keep- 
ing with its suroundings, 
and 
an 


ornament to the city. 
The railing 


will either be of mass concrete with 
suitable ornamental 
designs 
and 


metal lamp posts or a baluster type 
with metal lamp posts. 


There are two methods under con- 


sideration for carrying 
the 
traffic 


during construction. 


1. To move the existing bridge 


to the south'side of the street, build- 
ing a temporary substructure to sup- 
port it. 
30 feet will then be avail- 


able on the upstream 
side 
of 
the 


street for construction. 
When this 


half of the bridge is complete, 
in- 


cluding the footings and abutments 
for the whole bridge, traffic- will be 
allowed to pass over the part com- 
pleted, and the 
old bridge 
taken 


down. 
2. 
It may be possible to secure 


-pontoons from the War Department, 
and build a pontoon bridge connect- 
ing First Avenue and Second Street 
opposite Johnson street.

The proposed bridge for 
Grand 


Avenue as designed by the Wiscon- 
sin Highway Commission will be of. 
the 
spandrel 
arch 
construction. 


This means that there will bo live 
arches, averaging about 90 feet, Ihe 
largest arch 
in 
the 
center 
with 


shoretr arches on each side. 
The 


space above the main arch rings will 
bo occupied by small archea, and will 
carry tho dock to supported the pave- 
ment. 
Tho total span of the bridge 


will bo about GOO foot. 


Tho bridge will bo about 52 feet 


wide between railings, 36 foot drlvo- 
way and an 8 foot sidewalk cnntl- 
loverod on each side. 
The dock will

silk In tho United States Is Illustrated, 
according to a statement by a govern- 
ment olnclut, by the fact that 10,000,- 
000 pairs of stockings 
manufactured 


from tirllUclal silk were exported from 
tho United States In the lls'cul year 
18.19, against only 0,000,000 pairs hi. 
1018 and 2,000,000 In 1017.

of. this Industry by which tlio American chemists and manufacturers have 
entered Into competition with the oriental silk worm Hint the value of artificial 
silk manufactures exported from the United States has grown from $807,000 
In the fiscal year 1017 to $2,R»I).000 In 3»'18, and »7,C77,0()0 In 1010, being thus 
nine times as much In value in 1010 us only two years earlier.
